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ESTIMATES FOR THE CURRENT YEAR. 


The Selectmen, after consulting with the heads of de- 
partments, and giving the subject of appropriations a care- 
ful and candid consideration, would most respectfully sub- 
mit to the voters of Natick the following estimates for the 


current year :

SCHOOLS. 


The Selectmen have computed for the support 


of 


schools $16,000 —the same as was appropriated last year. 
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We think with the School Committee that it will be impos- 
sible to maintain good schools, such as Natick is credited 
with having, with any less amount. The opening of a new ° 
school in South Natick can no longer be delayed, as in one 
room there are from 85 to 100 scholars, which is far more 
than any one teacher can do justice to; and to have chil- 
dren going to school, first, to crowd and suffocate them, 
and, second, to neglect their teaching — as must be the case 
where teachers have more scholars than they can conven- 
iently attend to—issaying, at the least, and stating’ the 
case in a mild form, poor economy. If the tax-payers will 
peruse the Town Report and see.the money expended under 
the school appropriation, they will find $1,291.85 was paid 
to janitors, while the sum of $976.62 was disbursed for fuel, 
making a total of $2,268.47; that deducted from the appro- 
priation of $16,000, leaves a balance of $13,731.53 for the 
payment of teachers. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


The Selectmen estimate $5,000 for Highways and 
Bridges; and when it is considered that the support of 
three town horses and paying drivers is deducted from that 
amount, it will readily be understood that with our large — 
territory and many new streets, the above amount should — 
not be diminished. Last year we constructed a new bridge 
on East Central street, near the house of Dennis McGrath, 
and made some extensive repairs on a bridge on Union 
street, near the house of Harvey B. May. The stone cost 
$161.28, and the labor $69.31, or $230.59 for which there was 
no special appropriation. The winter being avery open 
one, the town horses worked more days than usual, which 
added to the expense, and the result is that last year’s ap- 
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propriation of $4,000 has been overdrawn to the amount of 
$356.84. For further particulars regarding Highways, see 
Highway Surveyors’ reports. 


POND STREET. 


The stone bridge which the Boston Water Board built 
near the house of John Messenger, caused a vast amount of 
filling and grading to be performed by the town. 

The voters will remember that last year the street could 
not be completed, caused by the delay of the Boston Water 
Board in building the bridge. They thought, in fact, and 
wanted Natick to build it at its own expense. But after a 
full expression of opinion by the Board and Selectmen, it 
was finally agreed by the Board that they would build the 
bridge, which they did, and completed last October, at a 
cost of $1,500. We were then compelled to fill in and 
grade the road at both ends of the bridge, which amounted 
for labor and gravel to $452.50. Mrs. E. F. Dewing brought 
an action against the town for damages sustained to her pro- 
perty by the building of Pond street. The Selectmen, after 
taking advice of counsel, agreed with E. F. Dewing, her 
agent, to submit the matter to a referee. The town made 
choice of Lyman A. Spooner, while E. F. Dewing, acting 
for his wife, chose Martin Hammond. They agreed with- 
out calling a third party, setting the damages at $523.50, 
making a total cost to the town of $976, for which there 
was no appropriation. 


REPAIRS ON SCHOOLS. 


The Selectmen advocate an appropriation of $1,000 for 
repairs of schools and buying books for scholars whose 
parents cannot afford to pay for them. It will be impossi- 
ble to keep the school-houses in good repair and pay the 
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many charges in that account with a less appropriation than 
$1,000. By perusing the payments under this head, it will 
be observed that a great many charges are computed. 
$122.68 has been paid for water supply, and a large amount 
has been paid for books. Last year the town appropriated 
$500, and the appropriation has been overdrawn to the 
amount of $581.52. Next year it will cost about $500 to fit 
up a new school in South Natick, and shingle the Walnut 
Hill school-house, which is fast going to ruin for the want 
of shingling. 

For further particulars about repairs, see School Commit- 
tee’s report. 


INTEREST. 


The Selectmen have estimated for interest falling due 
$18,000. Last year the town appropriated $17,000, but, as 
will be seen by report, we have paid $18,988.75, or $1,988.75 
more than the appropriation. | While we do not think that 
there is any need for granting the full amount paid, yet we 
think the town ought to appropriate within a $1,000 of what 
is actually necessary. 


MILITARY AND SOLDIERS’ AID. 


The Selectmen estimate $1,000 for the relief of poor 
soldiers and their families, including the payment of military 
aid under Chapter 252 of the Laws and Resolves of 1879. 
The present number receiving military aid in Natick is 
fifteen; the amount paid out monthly is $141, or $1,692 a 
year. Other towns refund us $468, and the State one-half 
the balance, making the actual cost to Natick, as paid out 
under the law $612. 
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The Selectmen and citizens are much indebted to the 
officers and members of Post 63, G. A. R., for the willing 
and efficient aid rendered in the proper disbursement of the 
money tendered for the relief of the brave men whose health 
and constitution has been broken down by the fatigues and 
hardships which they incurred in the late war of th 
rebellion. . : 


POLICE. 


At the beginning of the year the Selectmen in conformity 
with the mandate of the town reduced the pay of the Police 
Officers to two dollars per night. 

At that time we had employed three night police and one 
Sunday patrolman to look after the interest of the town, in 
maintaining order and public quietness in our community. 
But it was deemed expedient to employ two extra Sunday 
police, —one in the centre of the town and the other in 
South Natick. These were removed after several Sundays, 
as it was evident that it was a useless expense. 

The citizens of Felchville petitioned unanimously for a 
night watchman in that part of our village, and as it was 
evident that several burglaries had taken place there, we 
allowed them a man for part of the night, our intention then 
being to call a town meeting when the appropriation would 
be exhausted. But several of our leading citizens dissuaded 
us from carrying out that intention, arguing that the defi- 
ciency might be taken out of the money received from licenses. 
We think that the general good order and decorum main- 
tained on our streets and in the town generally is due in a 
large measure to the efficiency of our police. We earnestly 
recommend that the town appropriate $2,850, which will 
maintain the present effective and efficient force at the 
present scale of wages. 
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LICENSE. 


The Selectmen have licensed thirty-eight persons te sell 
liquors, and received $3,300. The State received $825, 
and the balance, $2,475, is credited to the town. We are 
not remiss in perceiving that there still exists among some 
of our best citizens a belief that the Selectmen should not 
grant licenses, while others reason and evince that the 
license law is a very good one if properly enforced. 

If the legislature passes the Local Option Bill, which is now 
pending in that assembly, leaving it for the town to deter- 
mine-whether licenses be granted or not it will give the first 
class of complainers an opportunity of settling that vexed 
question, without regard as to who should be Selectmen. 
But in any case we think that both classes would be better 
satisfied if the town would employ a suitable person whose 
duty it would be to enforce the law whether it be prohibi- 
tionary or license. 

We do not conscientiously claim that the law has been 
rigidly enforced ; and we do not’ think the legislature that 
passed the bill meant it to be enforced, and deem that 
anybody who will peruse the law will unite in our belief. 

Yet we think Natick will compare quite favorably with 
other cities and towns where licenses are granted, and it will 
compare more than favorably with some of our neighboring 
towns, even where they do not grant licenses; and notwith- 
standing we have passed through a year remarkable for the 
depression of business in our town, we think, and facts will 
bear us out that there has been less crime, less drunkenness, 
and less pauperism than in some of the past years under 
prohibition. ) 
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REMARKS OF OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


The Overseers of the Poor will make no extended report 
as the figures and amounts all appear in the Selectmen’s 
account. Yet we can perhaps by a further explanation make 
the report of the Selectmen better understood. The amount 
of money paid for support of poor inside and out of the 
Almshouse, including insane persons in hospitals and persons 
confined in reformatory establishments was $5,625.59. We 
received from other towns, as by treasurer’s report, $507.25. 
Due from Kehoe and Smith estates for 1879, $266. Due 
from other towns, $650. Produce sold from Poor Farm, 
as by treasurer’s report, $414.93. | 

Increase of stock at Poor Farm, $47.99, making $1,886.17 
to be deducted from the above amount, showing the actual 
cost for support of poor $3,739.42, or $760.58 less than the 
appropriation.

The cost for each inmate the past year was 39 cents per 
day, or 50 per cent. less than ever before, and more than 
100 per cent. less, on an average, than at any time since 
the report of 1872. 

In the cost for inmates we compute board, clothing and 
medicine. We do not count the charge of 1,584 travellers 
who had supper, bed, and breakfast, which would equal 
150 6-7 weeks’ board, nor did we draw any money from the 
Spalding Fund. We congratulate the tax-payers on the 
above showing, and think $4,000 will be enough to appro- 
priate for poor. Much credit is due Mr. Kelly and his wife 
for their excellent management of the Almshouse. The | 
number of travellers was 1,228 less than the preceding year. 
It will be observed that five persons have died in the Alms- 
house the past year, four of whom went there sick, and only 
that they might die under good treatment and attendance. 
The fifth was that of Hannah Pratt, who while nobly aiding 
a fellow inmate fell down stairs, sustaining injuries from the 
effects of which she soon died.

In conclusion, we desire the attention of the tax-payers 
to the fact, that if we leave out the overdraws on the abate- 
ments and collection of taxes, paying interest, labor and 
material on Pond street, together with the damages we paid 
Mrs. E. F. Dewing, the overdraws will exceed the balances 
$964.56. But if we include the overdraws on interest, which 
were $1,988.80, abatements and collection of taxes $2,877.60, 
and on Pond street, for which there was no appropriation, 
$976, it will be seen the overdraws over the balances will 
reach the large amount of $6,806.96; or, in short, all the 
overdraws, including Pond street, were $8.392.80, and the 
balance $1,585.84. ‘The overdraws may somewhat astonish 
the tax-payer at first view, but when it is considered that in- 
terest money must be paid or the town repudiate its honest 
debts, and abatements of taxes allowed, or the town place 
itself in an unjust attitude toward the parties for whom abate- 
ments are made, and Pond street had to be completed by or- 
der of the County Commissioners and the damages paid, or 
the town stand a law suit with a sure case against them. 
When the above facts are considered, it will not surprise 
the tax-payers that the Selectmen have overdrawn to such 
an extent. It is but just to the present Board of Assessors 
to remark that $2,741.90 was abatements for 1876-—7-8, 
$1,124 49 abatements for 1879, and $511.21 for collection of 
taxes, making in all $4,377.60, or $2,877.60 more than the 
appropriation. We are happy to state that the assessors 
inform the Selectmen that abatements for former years are 
a thing of the past, and no more will be made. 

- The citizens who have perused this report will see.we 
have met with many unexpected debts, which are fully ex- 
plained in this report, causing many heavy overdraws in 
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various departments. Nevertheless, we are happy to state 
to the citizens that we have paid all the overdraws and re- 
duced the debt of the town, as facts and figures will show, 
$545.40.

I hereby submit my third annual report as Highway Sur- 
veyor. ‘he amount of money that I received and expend- 
ed was about five hundred dollars. 

I gravelled East Central street from house of William 
Nutt to High School building; Union street, from East 
Central to house of Thos. Nyland; gravelled Clarendon 
from East Central to Howe & Co.’s stable ; also Washing- 
ton, from East Central to Hayward’s stable; North Main, 
from Main street Railroad crossing to house of O. Woods; 
South Main street, from house of J. Hall to that of George 
W. Bates; also did some repairs on West Central street. 
I put in two new bridges and five new drive-ways, and put 
five other bridges in good repair. I would say that I paid 
out of the amount allowed me the sum of $155, for labor.

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I would also add that I put twenty-five feet of drainage 
across North Main street. I paved forty feet on North 
Avenue, by John O. Wilson’s shoe factory. 


Natick, March 1, 1880. 


I respectfully submit to the citizens of Natick this my 
second report as Highway Surveyor of the south part of the 
town. 

The amount of money assigned me as my part being six 
hundred dollars, which was quite insufficient to repair the 
roads as they should be. You are aware that gravel has to 
be carted a long distance to some of the worst parts of the 
roads; also as there are no gravel pits in this part of the 
town but what are very inconvenient. 

I commenced work on Glen street, leading to Dover, 
which was in very bad condition, and always is in the 
spring of the year, as that road is built in very springy 
land, and gravel never makes a bottom on it, unless a very 
heavy coating is put on; and to do this on all bad places on 
this street, ati cost for this street alone all the money 
assigned to this district. I cut ditches and put 520 loads of 
gravel on that street. 

I put 148 loads on Pleasant street; 60 loads of this was 
kindly given to the town by Everett Colburn. I put 75 
loads on Pegan Hill lane, given to the town by Lowell Col- 
DUPRE 

I put 260 loads on Union street, and cut a ditch on the 
same part of this; gravel I got in the line of the road. 

I repaired part of Lincoln street, which now needs repair- 
ing, as itis in very bad condition, as are also the other 
two streets adjoining the same. Leach Lane is in very 
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bad condition, owing much to the heavy carting over that 
lane last fall. In my opinion there should be a special 
grant for repairing Leach Lane. 

I have repaired a number of culverts and managed to 
keep the stones out of the road. 

I trust I have done my work satisfactorily, and you will 
remember that six hundred dollars isa small amount of 
money for so many miles of bad road.

I respectfully submit to the Selectmen and citizens of 
Natick my report as Highway Surveyor for the north part 
of the town. . 

I have eighteen miles of roadway under my supervision. 
i have expended the six hundred dollars assigned to me, 
with a result that I trust will meet with the approval of the 
public, 

I began early in the spring to repair North Main street, 
near the cemetery. Gravelled and graded this part of the 
street. It required 471 loads of gravel, all of which I had 
to buy, and 90 loads of stone, that were presented to the 
town by C. W. Jennison, to do the work. 

Bacon street I gravelled and graded, putting 331 loads 
on the same. 

The county road is the worst one in my district. Com- 
plaints haye been made from the towns of Wayland and 
Weston in regard to it. I have repaired it as well as my 
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means would allow. It will require a special grant of the 

town to put it in safe condition. 

Worcester turnpike I repaired; plowed and cleared the 
sides of the road from brush. 

There is great need of a new bridge being built at the 
Sunk-way this year. The old one is hardly safe. 

Gravelled parts of Pine, Marion, Walnut and Winter 
streets, the last named the gravel for which I had to buy. 

I would call the attention of the town to the necessity of 
widening Oak street, it being almost impossible for teams 
to pass one another on it jp its present state.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The following annual report of the Natick Fire Depart- 
ment ending Feb. 1, 1880, we respectfully submit : 

It will be readily seen by the orders drawn by the Select- 
men that we have not overdrawn our appropriation, as their 
account has shown from year to year; the difference being - 
that the expenses for the Fire Department have been in- 
creased by money taken from our appropriation to pay bills 
that belonged to the highway. The way it is managed 
now can be seen what it costs to maintain your Fire Depart- 
ment; and the teams cost less to the highway than it would 
to hire outside teams, not taking into consideration the 
value of the horses in case of fire at night time. The téams 
have worked two hundred days the past year, and it has 
cost to keep the horses for the year, $399.92, being nearly 
two dollars per day for each ‘day they worked, or sixty- 
seven cents per day for each horse. The two drivers have 
been paid $886.95, that making $1,286.87, or $6.44 per day 
for the two teams, or $2.88 for single team and $3.55 for 
double team per day. The above figures include every ex- 
pense connected with the horses, carts, harnesses and shoe- | 
ing. 

The apparatus is all in good order and ready for almost 
any emergency, with the exception of hose. Below we give 
a statement for the past six years, and you can judge for 
yourselves whether we are in a safe condition to cope with 
any fire that may come. There was in the department May 
1, 1874, 2,450 feet of hose, 500 feet of this being bought 
after the fire of Jan. 13, 1874.

Making 6,450 feet. Out of this amount there are not more 
than 2,000 feet that will stand a working pressure of more 
than seventy pounds to the square inch. We think the 
town should purchase at least two thousand feet this season, 
so that we may keep our reputation that we have gained the 
past six years. Your department has been called to twenty 
fires in the year 1879. On the property that was endan- 
gered there was found to be $73,227 insurance, for which 
the companies settled for $12,700.87, showing that there was 
over $60,000 saved, from the value placed upon it by either 
- owners or agents. Twelve of the above fires have been 
accounted for; the remaining eight remain a mystery. The 
following statement will show you what it has cost to sup- 
port your Fire Department for the year ending Jan. 31, . 
$880. We think the men should be paid twenty dollars per 
year now, as the department can be run for the same appro- 
priation and give them the above amount.

TOWN CLERK'S REPORT. 


No birth, marriage or death ought to escape registration 
here or elsewhere, but should be recorded in the town or 
city where the same shall happen. If parents, clergymen, 
physicians, and all others interested will but see that this is 
done, it will be no difficult undertaking in the twenty-fifth 
century for any one to trace their genealogy from us their 
progenitors. 

In looking back into our own records for the last century 
and a half, in search of a record of some birth, marriage or 
death known to have occurred here, it is not unfrequent that 
no record of the happening of the event can be found. 
With all the attention and vigilance your clerks and regis- 
trars have been able to give this matter, the record is far 
from being perfect. It requires the co-operation of all pa- 
rents, physicians, clergymen and the people to make com- 
plete and perfect records for statistical purposes. 

Our present Legislature, in order to compel a more accu- 
rate registration of the births, have passed a law making it 
the duty (under penalty) of every physician and midwife in 
this State, outside of Boston, to report, on or before the 
fifth day of each month, to the clerk of his or her city or 
town, a correct list of births of children born therein during 
the month next preceding at which they attended, giving 
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the date of each birth and the names ofits parents. This 
law will materially aid all clerks in getting at the exact date 
of birth, being supplied from record rather than from mem- 
ory, as at present. 

W hat follows in this report is made with a view of afford- 
ing the greatest amount of facilities for correcting any errors 
which may have crept into the record during the past year, 
and it is earnestly hoped that all interested in having relia- 
ble statistical records will carefully examine this part of the 
report, and acquaint the clerk with all errors and mistakes, 
that the same may be corrected.

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Whole number of deaths returned and recorded for the 
year: males, 62; females, 72; total, 134. This is six less 
than in 1878, and one less than in 1877. Twenty of this 
number left wives behind them, and twenty-one left hus- 
bands to follow them in the after life; while seventy-five 
died who had never been married; and three males and 
twenty females, who had parted with their companions, have 
now gone forward to join them on the other side. Only 20, 
or a fraction less than 15 per cent. of the whole number of 
deaths happened to children under one year of age. This is 
a falling off of 84 per cent. from last year’s return in this 
class. Only eleven of the deceased arrived at the allotted 
age to man, viz., seventy years. Four of these eleven at- 
tained four-score years and more, Mrs. Catherine Schnieder 
being the oldest, viz., 86 years. Mr. Nathaniel Gould, aged 
81 years 1 month 3 days, and Mr. Alfred Bacon, aged 80 
years 5 months, were the next oldest persons who died dur- 
ing the year.

The board 
organized by the election of Calvin H. Perry, President, 
and Edward Clark, Secretary. James W. Morse was ap- 
pointed Superintendent. 


REPORTS. 


The reports of the Treasurer and Superintendent furnish 
all necessary information in regard to the receipts, expendi- 
tures and condition of the works, and we respectfully invite 
you to peruse their reports. 
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WASTE OF WATER. 


One of the most important matters, which we desire to 
bring before the public, is in relation to the waste of water, 
although there is no question about our unlimited supply for 
the present of the purest water, yet it should be borne in 
mind by every citizen, that our supply is by what is known 
as ‘‘ High Service,” and that it costs something to pump 
every gallon into the reservoir, and every gallon wasted is 
therefore so much actual loss. 


GROUNDS. 


The grounds surrounding the Engine House were greatly 
improved and renovated last year, by cutting down the hill 
and grassing the lot. It has further been beautified the 
past year by the erection of a substantial fence, enclosing 
the ground and giving it a more home-like appearance. 


SINKING FUND. 


Your attention we again call to the law of 1875, as we 
have the past two or three years, requiring towns and cities 
to establish thereto from year to year, an amount suflicient | 
with accumulation of interest to extinguish the debt within 
the time prescribed by said act. 


PURITY OF WATER. 
Once more we direct your attention to the fact that we

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Water Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN :—JIn accordance with the Town By-laws, 
I submit the sixth annual report of the work performed 
under my direction, together with a general statement and 
condition of the works. 


PUMPING STATION. 


The pumping engine has given a still better duty than any 
previous year, going beyond the contract duty guaranteed by 
H. R. Worthington, to the amount of 1,309,453 pounds one 
foot high to every 100 pounds of coal consumed. The duty 
from February 1, 1879, to February 1, 1880, being 50,310,- 
236 pounds of water raised one foot high by every 100 
pounds of coal consumed for firing, banking, ete. The 
pump has now been running five years and has pumped 
381,279,326 gallons of water. Not one dollar has been ex- 
pended for direct repairs, and as the old adage is that actions 
speak louder than words is true of the Worthington pump 
and also of our skillful engineer. 


MAIN PIPES, HYDRANTS AND GATES. 


The expense in keeping the above in repair has been 
$283.40, of which $77.25 was paid by Goodhue & Birnie for 
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their guarantee that had not expired; this year their guar- 
antee expired on all but about five miles, — most of that 
expires next September and leaves it for the town to main- 
tain at their own expense. There have been one hydrant and 
two gates set the past year. All the pipes, hydrants and 
gates are now supposed to be in good order as nothing is 
seen about works that would render it otherwise. There is 
$120.78 worth of stock on hand for repairs belonging to 
main pipes, hydrants and gates. 

The construction account has been increased to the amount 
of $889.14 in the following manner: 400 feet of 4-inch 
pipe on Carver Hill Court, 210 feet on Grant street, 156 
feet of 3-4 in. pipe on Mechanic street and 22 feet on Court 
street of 2-inch pipe, also a 6-inch pipe for a blow at the 
reservoir, a new overflow pipe at the pumping station, 
land damage to Favour Brothers, and the amount paid for 
tools and stock for repairs make up the above amount. 


RESERVOIR. 


The reservoir has been some more expense this year than 
last, most of it could have been saved if the bottom had been 
cemented. As it was it cost $84 extra for labor at the 
reservoir and pump-house in cleaning the bottom. The fence 
was whitewashed at the expense of about $50. The reservoir 
has been kept nearly full for the past six months and has 
not fell away so much as last year, showing that the banks 
are becoming harder for the water to penetrate. There has 
not been as much water pumped this year as the previous 
year, and have supplied seventy-eight families more. 


SERVICE PIPE. 


There are now 744 service pipes in Natick, of which 58 
have been added the past year ; the total number of feet in- 
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serted by the town is 41,941, of this amount 27,779 feet 6 in. 
was charged to water-takers. The expense connected with 
the service pipe for the past year has been $590.23, with 
stock on hand February 1, 1879, to the amount of $305.30, 
making $895.53, whole expense of service pipe. The town 
has received $942.19, with $106.01 worth of stock on hand 
February 1, 1880. We are now supplying 906 families or 
about 4,000 persons. The daily average for the past year 
has been 252,443 gallons per day, equal to 62 gallons to 
every person for each day, which will convince any one there 
is a large amount of water wasted. 

The question is often asked are the water works paying ? 
The indebtedness of the town for the works is $171,000, on 


which the interest amounts to $10,950 00 per year. 
The running expenses for the year 
1879 were, 3,527 91 
Total expenses, $14,477 91 


Water rates collected for the year 1879 were $10,113.02. 
We have 120 hydrants on which there is no value placed, 
but to estimate them at a low figure 35 dollars apiece, 
would make $4,200, and also the water used on the streets 
by the water cart, would at meter rates amount to $200, 
which would make $14,513.02, balance in favor of the works 
of $35.11. The water rates for the year 1880 will exceed 
the past year $500.

The Trustees of the Morse Institute respectfully submit 
their annual report. | 

For the details of the present condition of the library, and 
of its management during the past year, we refer to the 
annexed report of our Librarian: to whose industry and 
untiring devotion to his duties, the Trustees and the inhabi- 
tants of the town are largely indebted for the present flourish- 
ing state of the Institute. We commend this report to the 
good people of Natick for their careful perusal and examina- 
tion. : 

We also submit a carefully prepared catalogue of the 
books added to the library, since our last annual report, to 
which we invite careful attention. 

In order to enable the public to use the library to advan- 
tage, a new and complete catalogue ought at once to be pre- 
pared and published. It is not easy, in the present condition 
of things, to ascertain whether any particular book is in the | 
library. ‘To do this one must now consult seven different 
alphabetical catalogues, a process involving no little liability 
to error and mistake, as well as trouble and perplexity. 

We recommend that the expense of preparing and pub- 
lish ng such a catalogue be provided for by the town, so as 
not to encroach upon the funds appropriated by the will of 
the founder, specifically to the purchase of books and the 
establishment of the library.

| We fave so administered the affairs of the Institute, that 
after all the cost and expenditure incurred by us in erecting 
a library building, and in purchasing many thousand volumes 
of books to be added to the library, we have still left in our 
hands an amount about equal to the appraised value of the 
estate of the founder after her decease. The Trustees have, 
at the present time, about twelve thousand five hundred 
dollars, unexpended, but which may be applied to the pur- 
chase of books for the library, either as principal or income.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT, 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit my fifth annual report, 
for the year ending January 31, 1880. 

The condition and progress of the library for the past 
year will appear from the following exhibit. 


THE PRESENT CONDITION 


of the library may be stated under six general divisions. 

1, The volumes in circulation. These now number 7,732, 
an increase over last year of 426. This division may be 
classified, though imperfectly, as follows: Fiction, 2,227; 
history and biography, 1,465 ; juvenile works, 788 ; science, 
676; travels, 469 ; poetry, 282; periodicals, 232; agricul- 
ture, 134; miscellaneous, 1,409. Many volumes in the last 
class belong to nearly all the other classes. By purchases, 
rebinding 283 volumes and replacing 10 others worn out, 
and by trequent covering, this department has been kept in © 
excellent condition. 

2. The Reference Department now contains 637 volumes, 
and contains some of our most costly and valuable works. 

3. The Public Document Department, state and national, 
contains 2,302 volumes, an increase of 265. A large part 
has been transferred to our public document room below, 
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chronologically arranged in their cases, ready to be labeled, 
numbered and catalogued. The value of this department 
cannot be generally known until this work shall be com- 
pleted. 575 of these volumes are large quartos or folios, 
and many of them beautifully illustrated. 

4. Miscellaneous volumes, 184. These consist of broken 
sets, worn out, rejected, &c., not available for general use. 

5. Miscellaneous pamphlets, 844, an increase of 102. 

6. Unbound periodicals, 308. Of these, 172 are miscel- 
laneous and old, and 136 new, soon to be bound and put 
into circulation. 

Thus the library now contains 10,855 volumes, an increase 
over last year of 756, besides 824 pamphlets and 308 num- 
bers of periodicals. The number of duplicate volumes is 
542, nearly half of them being Congressional Globes, which 
might be exchanged with or sold to other libraries with 
mutual benefit. 


THE ACCESSIONS 


of the past year have been, by purchase, 372 volumes, cost- 
ing $433.63 ; by binding, 34 volumes, mostly periodicals ; by 
exchange, we have given 28 (duplicate public documents ) 
and received 34; have sold 47 duplicates to other libraries, 
and received by donation 282 volumes and 148 pamphlets, 
a large proportion coming from Washington, and chietiy 
through the kindness of our former citizen, the late Charles 
F. Herring, whose continued efforts during the past few 
years, for the enlargement and improvement of our library, 
have laid us under special obligation. ‘The following is a 
more complete list: From Washington, 221 volumes and 56 
pamphlets; from the Commonwealth, chiefly through its 
Secretary, 34 volumes and 1 pamphlet; Rev. IF. N. Peloubet, 
12 volumes (5.5. notes and question books) ; I. K. Felch, 10 
volumes (poultry) ; Town of Natick, 3 volumes and 76 pam- 
phiets: H. B. Braman, Esq., of Wayland, 1 volume, and 
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1 volume from the librarian; also 2 pamphlets each, from 
London, Boston and Brookline; and 1 each, from Newton, 
Northboro, Buffalo, Fall River, Peabody, Rey. H. Alger, 
George L. Sleeper, Esq., and 1 from the Princeton Review, 
and 1 unknown. 

The publishers of the Natick Bulletin and the Natick 
Oitizen have also kindly continued a file of their useful 
papers, and M. C. Cloudman has given us a fine, large map 

of the town of Hingham, well mounted. 


THE CIRCULATION 


during the year has been 35,576, a decrease from last year 
of 817. This decrease has doubtless been owing to the regu- 
lation adopted by the Trustees last April, by which all books 
are to be kept out over one library day. 

The highest delivery in one day reached 595; the lowest, 
17; the highest in one week, 1,160; the lowest, 394; and 
the weekly average for forty-eight weeks, 729.44. 

In addition to my regular and well-tried assistant, Miss 
Carrie L. Morse, extra help has been employed one day 
each week during most of the year, and also one or two 
hours on Saturday evenings in our busiest season, thus striv- 
ing to avoid, as far as possible, the annoyance to the pubis 
oF long waiting for books. 

The faiary foe been open for the delivery of ates: 190 
library days, and closed four, viz. : Fast, Thanksgiving and | 
Christmas days, and the day of our Agricultural Fair. 


CLASSIFICATION. 


This is imperfect, though a near approximate to the truth 
we are pleased to say, clearly shows continued improvement 
in the class of reading.. The following table exhibits the 
progress in this respect for the last three years.

By the above comparisons, it will be seen that every 
department has gained except fiction. 

What we now most need (and other libraries are in simi- 
lar condition), is some guide in the selection of books, 
especially for the pupils in our public schools. Says a 
writer in the Library Journal (vol. iv., p. 345), ‘*So long 
as our pupils are allowed free access to a public library 
without direction as to choice, either by parent, teacher or 
librarian, we can look for no good results —can expect noth- 
ing but what we now have, a crude, unsystematic, mis- 
cellaneous jumble of reading, on the part of our children.” 

We need a carefully selected, progressive course of read- 
ing, arranged for different ages arid capacities, and on dif- 
ferent subjects, including the most choice, instructive, prac- 
tical and useful works, adapted to such as most freely use 
our public libraries. To secure this, there must be co-oper- 


ation, not only among parents and teachers, but trustees, 


librarians, and the most intelligent educators and learned men 
in the land. Life is too short, and time too precious to read 
anything but the best. 


FINES AND INOIDENTAL EXPENSES. 


The amount collected the past year on 1,240 fined books, 
was $85.62, more than $15.00 less than last year, showing,

perhaps, increasing carefulness. The amount collected fora 
lost book, waste, &c., is $2.81. Miscellaneous library 
expenses, as express, postage, stationery, cleaning, &c., 
have been $38.44. The balance has been paid over to 
Deacon Wilson. The damage on a box of books, by fire, at 
the B. & A. R. R. depot, $40.00, paid to the treasurer. 
Besides the above, two books have been lost the past 
year, on cards, for which the owners are responsible. One 
lost her card, and another found and used it, not returning 
the volume. Of course, we could only notify the owner of 
the lost card. In the other case, a card was loaned toa stran- 
ger, who took out a valuable history, and the next day dis- 
appeared with it, but was soon after detected in a similar 
villainy elsewhere, and is now suffering the penalty in 
prison, a warning not only to book-thieves, but to those who 
lose, or even loan their library cards. Every book loaned

the past year has been accounted for. 


CATALOGUES. 


The whole amount received for the sale of Catalogues 
the past year is $17.50, which has been paid over to your 
treasurer. It may not be improper here to mention that 
the first list of fiction, &c., printed in 1875, is entirely out 
of print; and our five supplements, including the one soon 
to be printed, with the first Fiction and History catalogues 
make seven alphabets to be examined before we can cer- 
tainly decide that any book is or is not in the library. 
This is becoming troublesome, especially as we cannot fur- 
nish at all, one of the largest. 


CARDS. 


About 750 catalogue cards have been printed with the 
pen for 404 volumes, and placed in the drawers. 

The whole number of library cards issued by certificate, 
since the opening of the Institute, Jan. 1, 1874 to Jan. 31, 
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1880, is 3,766, an increase the past year of 302. During 
the year, 783 such cards have been renewed because full; 
338 have been retained since opening the library, by fines 
yet unpaid ; 302 have been left for safe keeping, and 292 by 
reason of death or removal from town, leaving 3,136 avail- 
able for present use, except a few others taken away tem- 
porarily from individuals, after repeated admonition, be- 
cause of abuse, proving themselves at present, not ‘‘suit- 
able persons to have the use of the Morse Institute Library.” 
It must be said, however, that with few exceptions, the 
books are generally used with care, and returned in satis- 
factory condition. Yet there is room for improvement, as 
indicated by the need of covering over 8,000 books during 
the year, besides repairing several hundreds. 

And here I would suggest, that it is the duty of all per- 
sons on returning a damaged book, not noted in the mar- 
gin, to inform the Librarian, and, if damaged while under 
their care, honorably to settle for the same at once, or deliv- 
er up their card. Those using our books should also remem- 
ber, that turning down leaves or making pencilings of any 
kind is strictly forbidden, while the latter exposes the guil- 
ty to a penalty more or less severe. Our system of deliv- 
ery enables the Librarian to tell on whose card every book 
has been taken, the date on their card confirming the testi- 
mony. | 


READING AND REFERENCE ROOMS. 


These continue to be patronized with increasing interest, 
especially by the pupils in our higher schools, and are an 
important appendage to the Library. They contain substan- 
tially the same periodicals and works as last year, with a 
few additions to the latter, as seen at the close of our sup- 
plementary catalogue. I regret to add, that, of late, a few 
thoughtless youth or older persons have been guilty of tear- 
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ing whole leaves from our illustrated magazines, and com- 
mitting other misdemeanors, which, if continued, must lead 
to undesirable restrictions. 

I may add in closing, that your Librarian attended the 
third national conference of Librarians held in Boston the 
last summer, of which meeting the secretary of the associa- 
tion says, ‘‘ the success of this conference surpassed all 
expectation. Never were four days more crowded with 
profit and pleasure.” The papers read were numerous and 
replete with practical suggestions, making all present feel 
that to be a good and efficient Librarian is no trifling mat- 
ter. It has, indeed, already become a ‘‘ profession,” as the 
public library is itself becoming the ‘ People’s University.”

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RULES OF THE MORSE INSTITUTE LIBRARY. 


1. A blank certificate will be supplied to any resident of 
the town over twelve years of age, to be filled out by the 
applicant and endorsed by some well known citizen. 

2. Qn presenting the certificate, signed as above, a li- 
brary card is furnished, which entitles the holder to any book 
on the shelves. This card must always be presented in tak- 
ing, renewing or returning a book. 

3. A book must be kept out over one library day, and 
can be kept fourteen days; it may be renewed once, 7f not 
Jinable, for fourteen days more. 

4. A fine of two cents a day is incurred by retaining a 
book after the time allowed. If kept seven days over, 
notice is given, costing five cents; if retained fourteen days 
over, & messenger is sent for the book, with a charge of 
twenty cents. The card is forfeited until all charges are 
paid. 

5. A book lost or damaged should be at once reported 
to the Librarian, and made good by the person to whom it 
is charged. 

6. Books returned tothe library must remain therein 
until the next library day. 

7. Prompt notice of a change of residence must be giv- 
_ en, and the library card must be surrendered when the holder 
ceases to be a resident. 

8. The reading-room is open to all risitonss and the 
reference room by special permission from the librarian. 
No talking is allowed in any of the rooms or halls during 
library hours.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In compliance with the law so requiring, the School Com- 
mittee present their report of the schools of Natick for the 
year 1879-80. 

The Primary and Intermediate schools have been in ses- 
sion thirty-four weeks, the Grammar and Sub-Grammar 
thirty-five, and the High School will, at the close of the 
present term, have completed forty weeks. There has been 
an unusual number of changes of teachers, which, other 
things being equal, is always a disadvantage. The great pre- 
valence of sickness among the pupils, especially during 
the winter term, owing to the unfavorable weather, has 
'Interfered quite seriously with the amount and regu larity o 
attendance, and consequently with the progress of the classes , 
However, notwithstanding these obstacles which have been 
partially overcome by the painstaking efforts of the teachers : 
the pupils as a whole have made very substantial advance- 
ments. | 

In proceeding to a general review of the schools we do 
not deem it necessary to go into minute details in the case of 
those schools where teachers of known ability and experience 
have continued in charge and nothing unusual has occurred. 


SOUTH NATICK. 


These schools are in a most satisfactory condition. Mr. 
Herbert L. Morse, as Principal, has fully met the anticipa- 
tions of the Committee by the efficient manner in which he 
has performed his responsible duties during the year. His 
teaching is careful and thorough, and his discipline and gen- 
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eral administration leave little to be desired. The pupils are 
trained to habits of order in a way that can hardly fail to 
create a love for it — a most desirable thing and an impor- 
tant part of a proper education. His supervision of the 
other schools in the building has been vigilant and judicious, 
keeping himself informed of their requirements and con- 
dition and securing a unity of purpose and harmony of 
action through all the grades. In writing, these schools have 
made striking progress during the year. In this respect 
they fairly bear off the palm. 

At the close of the fall term Mrs. Tucker who had charge 
of the Second Intermediate resigned her position and Miss 
Ella Richards of Canton was engaged to fill the vacancy thus 
created, who taught the school during the winter term. Miss 
Richards had had some experience and brought much intel- 
ligence and a will to do well to her work. She has done 
very well in the place. Her work improved in quality 
- steadily from the opening to the close of the term. 

There have been no other changes in the other schools, and 
the merits of the teachers in charge of them are too well 
known to require any extended mention. With increased 
experience and undiminished zeal they have labored unceas- 
ingly and with a good degree of success to make their re- 
spective schools among the best. May we be so fortunate as 
to long retain them all. 

The Second Primary, taught by Miss Mary Kingsbury, 
became so large at the beginning of the winter term that it 
was necessary to furnish her an assistant in order that the 
pupils might receive proper attention. This device however 
will not longer avail. Quite a large number of new pupils 
will be prepared to enter at the beginning of the next term, 
which will increase it quite beyond the capacity of the room 
and compel the establishment of a new school.

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SOUTHVILLE. 


This school has continued in charge of Martha W. Bullard. 
Miss Bullard is an excellent teacher, and this school has not 
for years been in so prosperous a condition as at present. 
The pupils are interested in their lessons and have made 
commendable progress. 


WEST SCHOOL. 


During the spring term this school was in charge of Miss 
Celia A. Russell, who resigned at the close of that term. At 
the beginning of the fall term Miss Mattie Chapin, a former 
student of the High School and a graduate of the Holyoke 
High School, was employed to fill the vacancy. ‘The school 
when she assumed control of it was in a very unfavorable 
condition, being pervaded by a spirit of listless indifference 
tending to a positive dislike of study and a reluctance to 
attend school at all. Although without previous experience, 
Miss Chapin brought to the task before her an intelligent 
“comprehension of her duty, a resolute purpose to succeed, 
and an unflagging perseverance in dealing with the various 
ditticulties. incident to her work. She has wrought a com 
plete revolution in the school, arousing the interest of the 
pupils, inspiring them with a fondness for their books, and 
winning their contidence and affection. The pupils have 
made good progress and have been brought into habits of 
study and attention that will insure for them still better 
results in the future. . | 


NORTH SCHOOL. 


During the spring term this school was taught by Miss 
Edith Fancher; the former teacher, Miss Sarah Felch, having 
been put in charge of the Felchville Intermediate owing to 
the sudden illness and consequent resignation of Miss C. E. 
Dewing. At the beginning of the fall term Miss Felch re- 
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sumed and has since remained in charge. No further assur- 
ance is needed that the school has been well managed and 
well taught. The school has suffered more than any other 
perhaps from sickness, which sadly interfered with the 
attendance and progress of the pupils during the winter 
term. 


FELCHVILLE SCHOOLS..« 


Mrs. E. W. Hathaway continued in charge of the Gram- 
mar, and Miss Killman of the Primary School, and con- 
ducted them in their accustomed excellent manner. As 
before mentioned the Intermediate was, during the spring 
term, taught by Miss Felch. In the fall term the Committee 
secured the services of Miss Ada Frost, an experienced 
teacher, who came to them well recommended. Miss Frost 
is a competent teacher and has labored faithfully and sue- 
ceeded well in the place. It is, however, one of the most 
‘difficult schools we have and requires a teacher of more than 
average strength to fully meet its requirements. All three 
of these schools have suffered severely from absences owing 
to sickness. 


WALNUT HILL. 


The Intermediate School has continued in charge of Miss 
- Sarah Goldthwaite, who has taught for several years. Her 
teaching and discipline are excellent and Jeave little to be 
desired. The Primary was taught during the spring term 
by Miss Fanny Springer, but at the opening of the fall term 
Miss Jenet Clink, a graduate of the High School in the class 
of 1878, took charge of it. Miss Clink had previously 
taught one term and had shown herself to possess much tact 
in dealing with primary pupils. She has rapidly improved, 
and the Committee regard her as one of the most promising 
among the young teachers in town. ‘They are well satisfied 
with her management of the school.

> 
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COCHITUATE STREET. 


At the close of the spring term Miss Julia Whitney who 
had taught the Intermediate School for several terms with 
brilliant success, resigned her position much to the regret of 
the Committee. 

At the opening of the fall term, Mrs. Stoddard, a teacher 
of some experience, took her place. The position is a very 
difficult ome and requires more than ordinary tact and 
firmness. Mrs. Stoddard has striven hard to conquer 
the numerous obstacles to success and has prevailed over 
them in a fair measure. The Committee hope for improve- 
ment, and if earnest effort ean secure it they will not be dis- 
appointed. 

Miss Mary Wallace continued to teach the Primary till 
the winter term, during which the schocl was taught by 
Miss Katie Sweeny, a graduate of the High School. 


POND STREET. 


In the Sub-Grammar, Intermediate and Primary Schools 
there have been no changes, they having continued in charge 
of Miss Bellows, Miss Clough, and Miss Stella True, re- 
spectively. These are all experienced teachers, of well- 
known ability and unvarying success. These schools could 
hardly be in better hands. 

The Second Intermediate was left without a teacher at the 
close of the spring term by the resignation of Miss Nellie 
Wilson, who had taught it two terms with marked success. 
In the fall term this school was placed in charge of Miss 
Hattie True, a graduate of the High Sehool, and also of the 
Framingham Normal School, who has kept it fully up to the - 


rank it held under her predecessor. 


THE CENTRE SCHOOLS. 


There have been several changes in teachers in these schools 
during the year. At the close of the spring term Mr. B. W. 
Drake, who had held the position of Principal of the Gram- 
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mar School for more than two years, resigned his place to accept 
a more lucrative place in Waltham. Mr. Drake had given en- 
tire satisfaction to the Committee, who accepted his resignation 
with regret. Asa teacher he had been successful and popular, 
and had greatly endeared himself to his pupils by his kind and 
pleasing manners. He left many warm personal friends behind 
him, who cordially wish him all presperity in his new field of 
labor. 

After carefully canvassing the merits of many candidates, the 
Committee engaged Mr. H. B. Brown of Quincy as his successor. 
Mr. Brown is a graduate of Tufts College, and has had a large 
and successful experience as a teacher. He is a very active, 
energetic man, and thoroughly qualified for the place he holds. 
His method of instruction is excellent, presenting the principles 
of the various studies in a clear and forcible manner, and illus- 
trating them in different ways till they are fully comprehended by: 
the pupils. This is the great secret of good teaching. He stim- 
ulates his pupils to seek general information about their studies, 
and creates in them the habit and love of independent thinking. 
This school has been singularly fortunate from the beginning in 
the different masters who have had it in charge. Mr. Brown is 
fully up to the standard of his predecessors, while in one” respect 
he surpasses them all——as an instructor in music. Considerable 
attention has been paid to this branch, and more system and 
unity have been introduced, so that now there will be a steady 
and properly graduated advance from the lower classes to the 
higher. If this be continued for a few years, the public may ex- 
pect a proficiency in vocal music far beyond anything heretofore 
seen in the schools in town. We are happy to say, too, that his 


. efforts have been ably seconded by several of the other teachers in 


the building, some of whom are very competent in this particular, 


_ especially Mr. Fay. 


At the beginning of the year Miss.Elizabeth Richardson, the 
Grammar School Assistant, was obliged to give up that place, 
owing to trouble with her eyesight, from which we learn she is still 
suffering. Miss Richardson had done good work, and had, and 
has, the sympathy of the Committee, her fellow-teachers and 
many friends in her affliction. The vacancy thus made was filled 
by promoting Miss Ella Pierce, who had previously been in charge 
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of the 4th Primary. This was a happy choice. Miss Pierce dis- 
played remarkable ability in her new situation. Vigorous and 
enthusiastic, animated and thorough, she had the power and the 
will to ‘‘ make things go.” But alas! just when her value to the 
schools was most appreciated, came the evil day —for us—and 
she too was summoned to Waltham. This was a matter of serious 
regret, not only to the Committee, but to all who had children 
under her charge. But the inducement of one hundred and fifty 
dollars advance in salary was one that we had not the means 
to overcome. Thus there was a second time a vacancy in the 
Assistant’s place, which was temporarily filled by Miss Mary 
Wallace. 

When the promotions occurred at the opening of the fall term, 

there was found to be a much larger number fitted to enter the 
Grammar School than the room would accommodate. It became 
necessary, therefore, to place one division of these in Miss Dew- 
ing’s room, and under her instruction. They have had the same 
lessons and made the same progress as those in the Grammar 
room, and will, with the latter, form one class there at the next 
promotion. Present appearances indicate that it will soon be 
necessary to devote one of the Sub-Grammar rooms entirely to 
pupils of the Grammar School grade. On the promotion of Miss 
Pierce, Miss Clink, who has already been mentioned, took her 
place, and filled it to the approval of the Committee. In the fall 
term Miss Clink was transferred to the Walnut Hill Primary, and 
Mrs. Fanny Perkins to her place. 
g.. The only remaining change we speak of with sadness. In the 
fifth Primary a vacancy was caused at the close of the fall term 
by the sudden death of Mrs. Ann J. Edgerton, a most estimable 
lady, a long time a resident of our town, and one greatly respect- 
ed and loved by all who knew her. She was a faithful, conscien- 
tious and intelligent teacher, completely devoted to her duty. 

Miss Minnie Boardman, a graduate of our High school and the 
Framingham Normal School, was engaged to take her place. 
Miss Boardman has taught two years in Acton, since graduating 
from the Normal School. She took up the work witha ready . 
hand and the school has gone on smoothly and with favorable 
results under her direction. 

The other schools in the building have remained under the same

teachers as during the last year and have all made good progress. 
It is not deemed necessary to mention them in detail. 

On the whole our citizens have reason to congratulate them- 
selves on the condition of their schools and the general excel- 
lence of the training and instruction which the children of the 
town are receiving. 

As arule our teachers are ambitious and enterprising and en- 
deavoring to keep themselves informed on the subject of educa- 
tion and the various improvements that are being made. Many 
of them spend time and money in vacation and at other times 
occasionally to visit the best schools in the vicinity, in order to 
compare the work of others with theirown. During the past year 
nearly all of them have visited Quincy schools, at present the 
grand centre of innovation and attraction, to ascertain by actual 
observation, the practical working and value of the various re- 
orms there introduced. 

This. spirit of investigation has been encouraged by the Com- 
mittee, and the teachers have leave of absence one day in the 
term on application, to. visit schools. Itis believed that such 
obseryation and comparison are extremely valuable in enforcing 
upon their attention their own defects, enlarging their views and 
stimulating them to renewed and more intelligent efforts in their 
difficult but noble work. Some experiments have been or rather 
are being tried in a small way in one or two schools to test their 
usefulness—especially in geography. ‘The pupils are taught to 
mould in sand the forms of the various natural divisions of land 
and thereby obtain a much clearer notion of their shapes and 
yeiative size. This plan has been tried to a limited extent at the 
solicitation of teachers who saw it in operation in Quincy. 

There is a loud and wide-spread demand for a more natural and 
philosophical method of developing the faculties of the young. 
This problem is sought to be solved by experiment. It behoves, 
therefore, those interested in this subject to be awake and alert to 
what is being tried and to nvte its success or failure, ready to 
adopt the good and reject the worthless—or even to drop what is 
goud for what is better—unless they wish ‘‘to hang quite out of 
time like rusty mail in monumental mockery.” ‘The disposition to 
run after novelties simply as such we wholly repudiate ; but when 
so vital a thing as the education of the children is to be done, to 
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cling to a poor way when a better is at hand, is something worse 
than folly. 

But after all, as Supt. Parker says, ‘‘the teacher is the school.” 
This is wholly true. Itis idle to expect that any system can, at 
the best, be more than an instrument to be used by the living 
teacher. Books and maps and globes and all such appliances 
are good things in a skillful hand:if this be wanting they amount 
to very little. They are simply tools—and in teaching as in other 
arts the effectiveness uf a tool depends not on itself, but on the- 
power and skill of him. who handles it. Any body can keep 
school; there are but few who can ¢each school well. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High School has enjoyed its usual prosperity during 
the year. It is a gratifying spectacle and speaks well ie 
our community to see so many of its youth zealously devot- 
ing themselves to mental discipline, and cultivating those 
pronehes of science and literature which tend to oninnc the 
mind and refine the taste; to increase the happiness of the 
man and the usefulness of the citizen. 

At the beginning of the fall term, the present junior 
class, consisting of eee four members, entered the school, 
having micesearally passed the most rigid examination to 
which any class had ever been subjected. The average age 
of the class is near sixteen years. This is rather above the 
usual age, but it is a difference on the right side. A scholar 
who enters the school at the age of sixteen will, from his 
greater maturity of mind, receive, at least, double the bene- 
fit of one who enters at fourteen, provided the two have 
equal natural ability. It has been a frequent mistake to 
crowd scholars into the school at too early an age, and too 
illy prepared for the work there. It is obvious that a 
scholar so cireumstanced labors under a twofold burden, and 
if he is unable to hold his course with his class, he is apt to 
become discouraged and think himself a dunce, when the 
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feult lies with those who placed him, or allowed him to be 
placed in such a position. 

The system of examination, as at present conducted, 
gives reasonable assurance of a fair preparation on the part 
of the candidates. 

At the close of the spring term, the following pupils, 
Viola A. Bond, Katie L. Clancy, Edward W. Coughlin, 
Flora L. Fisher, Charles B. Gleason, Isabel Hardy, Herbert 
Hale, George Healey, Susie C. Johnson, M. Lizzie John- 
son, Ella F. Jewell, Mary L. Kinsman, Annie L. Mead, 
John Mills, Henry B. Randall, James F. Sedgwick, David 
W. Wells, Frank Healey, eighteenin all, were found entitled _ 
to diplomas of graduation. This is the largest number that 
ever graduated at any one time. 

The graduating exercises, consisting of original essays, 
declamations, debates, music, &c., were held in Clark’s Hall, 
and were much enjoyed by the large audience present. 
Two pupils have remained in school, pursuing the fourth 
year studies. This is a good example, and we hope it will 
be followed. 

The following course of study is the same as appeared in 
the last report, with some slight changes. It is believed this 
course is too extensive, putting more work on the pupils 
than they can do well. The present time, however, is not 
favorable for attempting a revision. )

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 
QUALIFICATIONS TO ENTER THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


To enter the High School, candidates must pass a. satis- 
factory examination in Arithmetic, Geography, English 
Grammar, History of the United States, Physiology, Read- 
ing, Writing and Spelling ; but no scholar shall be permitted 
to enter the High School under the age of fourteen, without 
the special action of the committee. . 


EXAMINATIONS. 


_Examinations of several classes will occur every few weeks 
during each term, and also a general examination at the close. 


SCHOLARSHIP. 


The highest mark in scholarship is 100, and any pupil 
whose average standing for the year is below 70 is consid- 
ered ‘‘below average,” and must review the studies of the 
year with the next classes. 


STUDIES. 


Pupils are required to pursue three regular studies, and 
those are classed as irregular, who have not taken the full 
number of studies required, owing either to absence or 
omission. 


\ 
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DEPORTMENT. 


A scholar’s deportment will be measured according to a 
system of demerits. The maximum number is 10. If a 
scholar receives 2 1-2, his parents or guardians are informed 
of the fact by note from the Principal. Should the scholar 
receive 5, suspension from the privileges of the school fol- 
lows. 

On his return should he continue his disobedience and 
again receive 5 demerits, he will be expelled from the school 
without the hope of a reinstatement. ; 


ABSENCES. 


Any pupil who is absent from a regular school exercise on 
account of sickness, or other sufficient reason, is allowed 
proper time and full credit for making it up privately; but 
no excuses for such absences other than written will be re- 
ceived, except in extreme cases. 


WRITTEN EXAMINATIONS. 


have been introduced into all schools in the intermediate and 
higher grades. ‘These occur at the close of every month, 
and the average of these determines the rank of the pupil. 
The results of this course have been very favorable. «* Writ- 
ing makes an exact man,” says Bacon, and equally writing 
makes an exact scholar. But it does more; it gives them the 
very desirable faculty of expressing what they know about a 
subject plainly in written language. 


NEEDHAM SCHOLARS. 


The arrangement with the Needham School Committee, 
whereby several scholars from that town attend Natick 
Schools, paying tuition, still continues. 
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As there is great need of books of reference, maps and 
globes, and other apparatus in many, in fact in all the 
schools, the Committee suggest that one-half of the. money 
so received, for at least two years, be applied to supply such 
needs. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


The appropriation for repairs and supplies has been quite 
largely overdrawn. The fault, however, was in the appre- 
priation which was quite inadequate to the imperative de- 
mands upon it. It should be mentioned that one consider- 
able item, $224, was for indebtedness incurred during the 
preceding year. A large part has been paid for books for 
indigent pupils—a most worthy object—which books are the 
property of the town and can be used for other pupils in 
similar cases. Some substantial improvements have been 
made, which could not be delayed. Among these may be 
mentioned, a new fence around the school lot at Southville. 
his land is held by the town on condition of keeping it 
properly fenced. ‘he old fence had become so dilapidated 
that it was deemed imprudent to longer defer erecting a new 
one, which was accordingly done. A substantial fence was 
built, which will last many years. It was necessary to put 
water into the Pond Street School House, as the people in 
the vicinity refused to be longer annoyed by the constant 
running after water, for which they cannot be blamed. The 
Walnut Hill School House had been long neglected; the | 
plastering was falling from the ceiling of the lower room, 
making it dangerous, even, for the pupils. Here too there 
was no supply of water. These things we were obliged to 
remedy. 

Considerable also has been expended on blackboards. A 
school-room without a blackboard is like the play of Hamlet 
with Hamlet left out. Only a few of the worst were fixed ; 
many others are in a wretched condition, greatly hampering

the efforts of the teachers. Nothing has been done that» 
could be reasonably deferred, and much that urgently de- 
manded doing, has been left undone. There is a constant 
drain of expenses, small in themselves, but amounting in the 
aggregate to quite a large sum. We regret the deficit, but 
it takes more than a pint to fill a quart cup.
